TRAFFIC J AMS ARE EXPENSIVE 
No motorist intentionally driv es into a traffic 
jam. But if a driv er knew precisely w hat it was 
costing him to 
g et mixed up in a congested district, 
aside from the wear and tear on his nerv es, he 
might take ev en greater precautions and pick 
less popular streets. 
The American Public Works Association, after 
tests under actual conditions, concluded that a car 
uses 50 per cent more gasoline on congested 
streets than on the same streets when they are 
clear. Prof. A. J. Bone of the Massachusetts Insti­ 
tute of Technology’, who conducted the test, cal­ 
culated that if 15,000 cars daily drov e along a 
congested street one mile long, the annual loss 
would amount to an aggregate of $18,000. 
Better street planning and traffic control will 
eliminate some of the jams. More common sense 
on the part of driv ers will take care of the rest. 


SHERIFF AFTER GAMBLERS 
For many years the Sheriff’s office receiv ed a 
budget item of $2500. It is called his Secret Serv - 
ince Fund. The Sheriff uses it to pay for inv estiga­ 
tions that supply ev idence upon which to base 
raids and arrests so the D istrict Attorney may 
prosecute. 
The Sheriff has had his $2500 for the first 12 
months. Another $2500 is due to be appropriated 
this coming July first But in the interim, is the 
Sheriff handcuffed? Is this why there is a strange 
parallel between gambling activ ity in Orange 
county when the Sheriff is without funds to in­ 
v estigate ? Is this why there is a noticeable apathy 
on the part of gamblers while the Sheriff is in 
funds with which to combat their pernicious ac­ 
tiv ities ? 
W hatev er the answers may be the fact remains 
that a new order exists in the Administration of 
the Sheriffs office now, compared to other days. 
Heretofore when there were no funds in the Secret 
Serv ice account there was little anti-gambling ac­ 
tiv ity by the Sheriff’s forces. If what we are told 
is correct, this is no longer the case. In fact Sheriff 
Jesse Elliott does not propose to sit idly by, m ere­ 
ly because a small fund has been depleted and 
‘let the gamblers take ov er.’ 
We believ e that the Sheriff has ev ery right to 
engage expert serv ices for the inv estigation of law 
v iolations—ev en though there is no secret fund 
from which to pay for that work; hav e it done 
and present the bill to the Board of Superv isors. 
Furtherm ore, we are legally adv ised that when 
a law enforcement officer is seemingly hand­ 
cuffed, leg-ironed and gagged in his desire to get 
such ev idence of law v iolations it becomes his 
bounden duty to seize upon this prov ision of the 
law, hav e the taxpayers protected and look to the 
Board to pay the bill from the General Fund. 
If we are correct in assuming that Sheriff Jesse 
Elliott is about to ‘take the bit in his teeth/ as it 
were, and see that gambling does not thriv e mere­ 
ly because there is no so-called secret serv ice 
fund, we are ready to subscribe to that new kind 
of law enforcement. Such action by the Sheriff 
will receiv e highest public support and will do 
much to cleanse gambling conditions in this 
county. 
For example: During the six months in which 
the $2500 secret serv ice fund item was depleted 
bv the Sheriff in his special inv estigations of law 
v iolation the gambling house a t Seal Beach was 
dark. There were only half-hearted attem pts to 
take ‘sneak bets’ on curbstones and in dark alleys. 
But when that fund was depleted things happened. 
The gambling house at Seal Beach blazed in open 
defiance of the law all of December just passed 
-and some of January. Incidentally some $40,500 
of profits jingled in the pants pockets of the 
gamblers. 
But if the Sheriff is now to exercise his legal 
right to maintain a continuous and whole-hearted 
surv eillance of gambling m atters, and pay for it 
with drafts on the General Fund, then we hav e a 
right to assume that at long last law enforcement 
of a new order and a creditable one is to prev ail 
in Orange county. Only time will tell. 


The People Of Europe Get Together 


KEEPING POS TED 
If one wants to know w hat will happen in the 
future, the best way to find out is to keep in touch 
with what is being taught in the public education­ 
al institutions. Of course, it takes courage and a 
steady nerv e to face hard facts and really know 
what is taking place in public education and be 
able to stand quietly and calmly while the founda­ 
tions of our gov ernment, our democracy and our 
capitalistic system are being subtly tom to pieces 
by education directed by the uniformed m ultitude. 
The other ev ening, I attended one of these public 
educational affairs on the subject of religion and 
its influence on democracy. It should be a v ery 
interesting subject. The speaker defined religion 
and showed a great deal of courage in his presen­ 
tation of the effects of v arious kinds of religion. 
When, howev er, he got ov er into the methods of 
perpetuating democracy, he had the popular ideas 
of how it was preserv ed. 
As to Christianity, he made the startling state­ 
ment that Jesus was not a Christian. His interpre­ 
tation of a Christian was a follower of Christ. He 
said th at Saint Paul was a Christian but not 
Christ. According to this definition, it would seem 
that Christians are worshipping an indiv idual, or 
a God rather than principles. 
According to this interpretation, Mathew Tindall, 
in his great book, the Bible of Deism called, “Chris­ 
tianity as Old as the Creation,” was absolutely 
wrong in his conclusions. Jesus certainly wanted 
people to be dev oted to His principles and not to 
Him as an indiv idual or a God as indicated when 
he said th at he came not to sav e the righteous, 
but the sinners. Ev idently Jesus believ ed the 
principles he was adv ocating existed before his 
time. 
To worship a man or God without defining his 
principles and / or his attributes is certainly not 
enlightening or dev eloping of human understand­ 
ing, to say the least. And to define his principles 
is then to rev erence the principles. Certainly 
Jesus was standing, preaching and liv ing prin­ 
ciples. 
The speaker seemed to think th at democracy 
could not be a religion while Fascism and Com­ 
munism could. He seemed to believ e th at democ­ 
racy was not an end. Ev idently he believ ed that 
the greatest possible freedom is not an aspiration 
or an end; that the natural and undoubtable se­ 
quences of liberty are not worthy of dev otion. 
The speaker seemed to think that the capital­ 
istic system was not equiv alent to democracy and 
the philosophy of Christianity. He ev en contended 
that capitalism could be instrum ental in destroy­ 
ing democracy. 
He had the usual belief of professors and men 
without practical experience that corporations 
bought up patents that were v aluable and sup­ 
pressed them. It is strange that so many people 
can actually believ e this kind of nonsense. The 
only explanation th at I can think of is that they 
want to believ e that bigness in the form of cor-

AMERICA’S CRISIS 
(In answer to the article 
“Finland's Crisis) 
Fellow Citizens: I wonder if 
Helena Christiansen

big bad Russians are contemplat­ 
ing an inv asion of this country 
and therefore the destruction of 
our Christian religion and po­ 
litical freedom. 
One needs only 
a glance 
at world politics 
to 
knew that this is impossible. If 
we are “confronted by godless

it is coming from within rather 
than from without. 
Russia has no ambition to force 
atheism 
onto 
the rest 
of 
the 
world. Her attitude toward Chris­ 
tianity is one of indifference rath­ 
er than one of hatred and this 
is a logical reaction to the treat­ 
ment she has receiv ed a t the 
hands 
of 
the 
Christian 
world. 
Russia, for centuries, was a zeal­ 
ously Christian nation and sev eral 
times made war on pagan Turkey 
because 
of Turkish 
persecution 
of Christians. 
Howev er, on each 
of these occasions, Britain, France 
and other so-callejl “Christian na 
tions” openly, or secretly aided 
the 
Turks, 
because 
they were 
afraid Russia would gain a foot­ 
hold on the M editerranean and 
thus an outlet to the Atlantic, 
which would constitute a threat 
to British and French trade su­ 
premacy. 
An all-year outlet to the sea 
is becoming ev er more v ital to 
the dev elopment of Russia’s great 
natural resources. 
She has made 
repeated attem pts to secure such 
an outlet by trade or purchase, 
but has found all such attem pts 
blocked by other strong Euro­ 
pean powers, so is now Mesper- 
ately prepared to take extreme 
measures to gain this end. 
American sympathy is natural­ 
ly with little Finland, but there 
has always been a struggle for 
European supremacy and will be 
for centuries to come.

think it is the destiny of this 
nation to right the wrongs of 
the world?

FIGURE SKATING ON THIN ICE

The President put himself at the 
fo o t o f the class in his recent han­ 
dling at Hy de Park o f the facts re­ 
garding this natio n’s debt and busi­ 
n e ss situatio n. 
H is. Indiscreet 
effo rt to justify 
the s p e n d i n g 
and debt po li­ 
cies o f his ad­ 
ministratio n by 
an indefensible 
use and inter­ 
p r e t at i o n o f 
statistics o ught 
to be a signifi­ 
cant rev elatio n 
to the Ameri­ 
can peo ple. 
Wh i l e it is 
quite pro babl# 
that the press 
has so tho r­ 
o ughly acquainted the public with 
the facts that no t many peo ple will 
be led astray by this will-o '-the- 
wisp o f Presidential statistics, it is 
definitely wo rth while to summarize 
• here the mo re significant co nsidera­ 
tio ns inv o lv ed. 
First o f all, it will be recalled tfiat, 
as repo rted, he said that "whereas 
the 
Federal 
debt 
had 
increased 
so mewhat during his administratio n, 
there had been a co rrespo nding fall­ 
ing o ff o f the debt o f states, cities, 
and po litical subdiv isio ns.” He then 
pro ceeded to po int o ut the statistics 
o f certain impo rtant eco no mic fac­ 
to rs in 19 39 as co mpared with their 
lo w po ints in 19 32. He also remarked 
that his critics wo uld hav e a hard 
time getting aro und the statistical 
argument he had just presented, and 
"he was co nfident . . . that edito rs 
wo uld be startled by the rev elatio n 
that 
co rpo ratio n 
div idends 
were 
higher last y ear than sev en y ears be­ 
fo re” ! 
It has already been po inted o ut in 
the press that the Annual Repo rt o f 
the Secretary o f the Treasury fo r 
1939, p. 509 , sho ws the co mplete in­ 
accuracy o f the President’s state­ 
ment as to the debt situatio n. State, 
co unty , and municipal debt fo r 1932 
was $19 .330,000,000 and in 19 39 it was 
$19 ,626.000,000. Federal debt had in­ 
creased $21,000,000,000. 
It has also been po inted o ut that 
the President v io lated o ne o f the 
mo st elementary principles o f pro per 
statistical co mpariso n when he co m­ 
pared certain figures fo r 19 39 against 
their lo w o f 19 32, rather than the 
av erages o r aggregates fo r this sev en 
y ear perio d against the av erages o r 
aggregates o f the sev en y ear perio d, 
19 26-19 32, which preceded his admin­ 
istratio n. Had he do ne this, the fo l- 


lo wing are so me o f the facts that he 
sho uld hav e presented to the Amo « 
ican peo ple: 
Unemplo y ment av eraged 9 ,440,000; 
perso ns per y ear under him as co m-1 
pared with 4,100,000 in the preced-l 
ing sev en y ear perio d. 
Natio nal inco me under him av er*, 
aged $59 .7 billio n as against $69 bil­ 
lio n fo r the earlier perio d. 
Aggregate 
Federal 
ex penditure« . 
(19 33-19 39 ) were $51,600,000,000 aai 
against $24,300,000,000 fo r the earlier1 
perio d. 
The Federal direct debt increased 
$21,000,000,000 under him as co m­ 
pared with a reductio n o f $156,000,- 
000 in the earlier perio d. 
The av erage index o f Industrial 
pro ductio n (19 33-19 38) was 01 aa 
against 9 8 fo r the y ears 1026-1832. 
The President is also repo rted to 
hav e said that priv ate debt was a 
great deal smaller and that inter­ 
est pay ments receiv ed by indiv idual! 
had declined 9 per cent in 19 39 aa 
co mpared with 19 32. Bo th o f thes« 
are sy mpto ms no t o f pro sperity but 
o f a depressed state o f business. 
At a later press co nference ia 
Washingto n in which he made an at- 
tempt to J ustify his Hy de Park sta­ 
tistics and o bserv atio ns, it is repo rt­ 
ed that he asked his listeners if they 
co nsidered it "fair to bro adcast that 
a man was $10,000 in debt if he bo r­ 
ro wed that sum, altho ugh he po s- x 
sessed assets to taling $100,000.” In 
o ther wo rds, a perso n has no debts 
and they are no t to be co unted if he 
has assets! Only a perso n who Is 
bro ke has debts! “ Co uld it be co nsid­ 
ered fair and ho no rable,” he asked, 
“ to speak o f the Federal go v ern­ 
ment’s debt o f $42,000,000,000 and 
no t co unt its assets?” The President 
might be reminded that debt is debt, 
and that the questio n o f what the 
assets against a debt may ba ia 
so mething else. 
Then the President’s past argu­ 
ments abo ut the blessings o f debt 
abo ut ho w Federal spending and debt 
caused business reco v ery , and abo ut 
ho w the budget sho uld no t be bal­ 
anced no w lest there be a busines* 
slump “ as there was in 19 37 ,” sho uld 
be o ffset against the Hy de Park 
argument that the natio n’s debt had 
no t increased but had declined! H« 
can’t hav e it bo th way s! 
Instead o f making matters much 
wo rse by try ing to J ustify himself 
in his later Washingto n discussio n, 
he sho uld hav e fo llo wed the New 
Yo rk Times’ edito rial adv ice that 
is pro bably better fo r the Preside 
to accept the $20,000.000,000 co ry j » 
tio n in his estimate.

Alon g about the age of twelve 
boys an d girls feel a stron g com­ 
pulsion to get in to groups—boys 
by themselves,

to be In the crowd , talk over their 
troubles an d their 
hopes, 
an d 
have a good time. This good time 
id ea is vague, but it is powerful. 
Each child has in him somethin g 
th a t wan ts to be expressed in ac­ 
tion . The d oin g of it is what the 
child kn ows as a good time. 
Some child ren w an t to talk, just 
talk—gettin g together an d 
talk­ 
in g is their way of havin g a good 
time. They plan big d oin gs, 
d is­ 
cuss school an d home problems, 
but after the id eas are talked out 
n othin g more comes of them. 
There are other groups who ad d 
somethin g more to the 
scheme. 
Maybe they take n ature walks, or 
put on a show for charity, or or­ 
gan ize an en tertain men t, where 
the lead ers can shin e. The main 
thin g always is to get together an d 
have a good time. 
A perfectly 
harmless healthy id ea that is a 
n ormal phase of their growth. 
There are some little d ifficulties 
th a t arise in these clubs. Some­ 
times un d esirable child ren en ter 
them. By un d esirable on e mean s 
un d esirable characters. On e mis­ 
guid ed child , on e wron gly head ­ 
ed , is a threat to the group. 
For 
th at reason 
a 
grown up 
person 
should be in the position of ad ­ 
visor. No ad visor, n o club. 
Child ren d islike the id ea of the 
ad visor very much. The very id ea 
of the social club is the gettin g 
together, away from ad ults. That, 
too, is essen tial, but the ad visor 
m ust be in the backgroun d , alert 
to d etect an y ten d en cy to wron g 
d oin g. I t may n ot be sin ful but it 
may be un wise schemes that are 
afoot an d the trusted ad visor can 
put in the right suggestion at the 
right time. 
A group of twelve year old girls 
have a social club. They thin k it 
would be a fin e id ea to spen d a 
d ay 
at a n earby 
beach 
resort. 
Fin e. But the ad visor 
must 
go 
alcn g, maybe two of them. It is 
impossible to tell child ren all the 
reason s for this. They accept the 
situation an d go un d er the win g 
of the ad visor or they 
stay 
at 
home. If the ad visor is fit for the 
position , the child ren soon learn 
to appreciate her. 
When boys d ecid e to build 
a 
hut, or a group of huts, an d spen d 
w eek en d s in them, they ought to 
be en couraged provid ed that there 
is a man who un d erstan d s what it 
is all about is alon g with them. 
He can show them how to build , 
an d what; how to cook an d what 
to cook; how to live in the open 
with pleasure. His experien ce can 
save them from man y a mistake. 
On e group of boys spread their 


meal out an d sit on poison ivy to 
eat it. Had an ad visor been alon g 
they could have been spared much 
woe. 
Social clubs can be a great as­ 
set or a fearful 
liability. 
They 
ought to be en couraged , but they 
m ust be un d er the wisest kin d of 
supervision .
